In No 
Man's Land the least little earth pro- 
ection saves lives, and our boys will 
have to learn to create it quickly un- 
der fire and often when lying down.

earth that pays no attention to in- 
ternational law, that violates sacred

that uses neutral na- 


tions for its own ends regardless of 
the amenities of the nations. There 
isn't another nation in the 
world 
that would wort so many detestable 
tricks to carry out its ends as Ger- 
many has worked 
since 
the war 


began. 
The Argentine case is not an ex- 


ception. 
The Germans 
used 
the 


'same methods here in this country. 
They did not respect the neutrality 
bf the 
United States 
when 
the 


United States tried to be neutral. 
The highest representatives of 
the 


German- government resorted to the 
most "despicable methods, and 
TV ere 


Rewarded by the German 
govern- 


ment when fired out of the country. 


The record of this war will some 


day be written in full. 
When it is, 


it will show the Germans to have 
been the most 
diabolical 
outlaws 


that ever lived together as a nation. 
Jn all of history there 
has 
been 


nothing like it. 
Never before has 


there been a nation that resorted to 
such practices; 
never 
before has 
there been a nation 
whose 
word 


could not be taken T>y neutrals. 


The war will end. Peace 
will 


come to the world. But the bar- 
barities of Germany should not be 
forgotten. The outlawrv should not 
be overlooked in the days to come. 
The methods of the nation should 
not be lost sight of. Regardless of 
aow the war ends, no self-respecting 
person should ever again buy or use 
a commodity made in Germany. No 
person in this nation should ever 
again trade with 
the subjects of 


Germany, so long as Germany is or- 
ganized as it is now Organized. The 
breed should be 
ostracised 
from 


American society until it gets rid of 
Prussianlsm. 
The 
industries of 


Germany should 
DO 
discriminated 


against until Kaiserism is no more. 
There should 
be no 
intercourse 


whatever between the people of that 
cation and this until a new gener- 
ation is born, and until the newer 
generation shows that it does not 
stand for the faithless, the fraudu- 
lent, the 
murderous 
ways of the 
government of Germany as now or- 
ganized. 


CUE FAIT IN THE WAI. 


(Philadelphia Itooord.) 
To those parsons, still occasionally 
encountered, who profess to believe 
that the American government is not 
prosecuting the war with sufficient 
energy it may be well to commend 
the statement of Benar Law, British 
chancellor of the excheauer, that 
"without the United States' financial 
assistance the allies would have been 
Jn disastrous straits today." That 
was, all- things considered,/ a re 
markable thing to say. It is practi- 
cally confession that without Amer- 
ican aid the allies would be beaten 
today, for it is hard to see how na- 
tions in "disastrous straits" could 
wage war effectively or with any 
prospect of success. 
Great Britain, 


France and Italy have all been put 
firmly on their feet by the much- 
despised American dollar, and now 
we are trying to render a similar 
service for Russia. American money 
is supplying food for Belgium and is 
helping to bind up Servia's wounds. 
In a little over five months the fi- 
nancial assistance extended from this 
side has entirely changed the aspect 
of the European struggle and put 
new heart into the allies. 


On the military side the showing 


is hardly less impressive. Only yes- 
terday the dispatches reuorted the
